BRAWLEY TOWNSHIP 
Road Districts 1882 


On Monday 7 August 1882 the County Court re-established the 


bounds of the various Road Districts in Scott County as the County 
Court House and all records were destroyed by fire on 22 May: 1882, 


In Brawley Township the Road Districts were: 


Embraces all of that portion of the Jones Creek Road from the 
western boundary line of Hickman Township, thence west to the 
Widow Phipps. (note: the Widow Phipps is Mary A., dwelling 724, 
family #24, 1880 census). 


Embraces all of that portion of the Jones Creek Road from the 
Widow Phipos, thence west to the top of Walker Mountain. 


Embraces all of that portion of the Jones Creek Road from the 
top of Walker Mountain thence west to the Choctaw line. 


Embraces all of that portion of the Waldron and Black Fork 
Road from the intersection with the Jones Creek Road near the 
Widow Bates thence south to the Black Fork Township Line. 
(notes: the Widow. Bates is Rachel Bates, dwelling #50, family 
459, 1880 census - Rachel was the wife of Thompson Bates and 
mother of County Judge and Attorney William Allison Bates). 


Embraces all of that portion of the Choctaw Line Road from the 
west boundary line of Hickman Township, thence northwest to the 
west boundary line of Brawley Township.
